A greedy neighbor, whom be
owed a small debt, seized his
farm mid bought' it lor a nominal
sum at a aherifTa sale. On his
return from tbo army Jones en-

tered a suit lo recover his prop-
erly, after a long and bitter light
of nearly fifteen years a verdict
in his favor was rendered in the
Circuit court of Ray county last
week The estate involved is
valued at $30,000.
